RED SOLDIERS 
REFUSE TO GO 
TO THE FRONT 


Serious Mutiny Breaks out at 
Moscow—Two to Three Hund- 
red Executions

COPENHAGEN, Nov, 2—A serious 


mutiny occurred in Moscow a few days 
ago, according to travellers arriving 
in Riga, Letvia, says the Politiken to- 
day. Trouble commenced the travel- 
lers report among Bolsheviki soldiers 
in the suburb of Khodynka, who re- 
fused to proceed to the front unless 
supplied with new equipment. Cirvil- 
fans stded with the troops and there

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; An Inquiry Into Rents? 


The Attorney General has re- 


: plied to the request of the city 


council that the Legislature 
should investigate the question of 
rentals in the city. Mr. Boyle’s 


letter gives a broader aspect to’ 


the subject, and suggests a recon- 
sideration of the matter. He 
thinks that if the Legislature ‘takes 
up the question at all it will be 
likely to go farther than the coun- 
cil has asked. That is very likely. 

The situation as regards rentals 
cannot be candidly or helpfully 
studied if attention is paid only 
to the amounts which happen to 
be demanded for houses or apari- 
ments at a particular time. There 
must be taken into consideration 
also the question of how much has 
been obtained from rentals in the 
past years; and the question of 
what effect would be produced 
if the Legislature bylaw cut down 
present rents without regard to 
whether or not ‘the owners’ in- 
vestments were thereby invali- 
dated, 

That rents are higher than they 
were is undoubted. That in some 
cases they are higher than they 
ought to be may be so. But it was 
not ever thus. For a good many 
years rents in the city have been 
ridiculously low. In many cases 
they were so low that the owner 
did not get enough to pay taxes 
and carrying charges. In few in- 
stances did housing property bring 
in enough ‘to give any return on 
the money invested. 

In common fairness to the house 
or apartment owner there must be 
considered what revenue he got 
from his property in previous 
years, as well as what he is now 
getting. A house or an apartment 
building is a permanent invest- 
ment. It cannot be readily unload- 
ed when rents fall to an unprofit- 
able level. The owner has to carry 
on through a period of low rentals, 
in hape that he can make up: his 
loss and get interest on his money 
when a better season arirves. 


The cure for high rents is more | 


houses. But would it encourage 
the building of more houses if 
landlords were not allowed ‘to col- 
leet enough rents when the de- 
mand is keen to make up for loss- 
es when the demand is weak? Un- 
less it can be shown that over a 
period of ten years rented houses 
and apartments have returned a 
reasonable interest on the money 
put into them there is no argument 
why anyone should put money into 
the erection of more houses and 
apartment buildings. 

Of course it does not appear to 
the present tenant of a house that 
he should pay high rent because 
some former tenant had the prop- 
erty at too low a rent. But how 
else can the house supply be kept 
up? People cannot be expected 
to put money into houses for rent 
on the understanding that when 
no tenant appears they must stand 
the loss and that when a tenant 
is found he must be charged only 
fixed charges plus interest for 
the period of his occupancy, Un- 
less there is allowed a margin over 
this to cover the loss when houses 
are empty there is no inducement 
to build houses; in fact there is 
the strongest of all reasons for 
keeping out of that kind of in- 
vestment. 

Nor can it be overlooked that 
the cost of building has about 
doubled in the past eight years.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
Montreal Gazette— 

M. Leon Bourgeois, president of the 
counci] of the league of nations, is re- 
ported as saying that Arti.le X., of the 
covenant wh'ch establishes the league 
is not consideren by European states- 
men @s a vital and essential element. 
He added that, in his mind, Article 
X. could be eliminated without in any 
way modifying the effectiveness of the 
league. The taking of this position 
by a man of M. Bourgeois's standing 
will come as a surprise to people on 
this continent. Article X. reads as 
follows: 

“The members of the league under- 
take to respect and preserve, as 
against externa] aggression the terri- 
torial integrity and existing political | 
independence of all members of the | 
league. In, case of any such aggres- 
sion or in e of any threat or dan- 
ger of such aggression, the council 
shall advise upon the means by which 
this obligation shall be fulfilled.” 

This was regarded in the United 
Btates as among the most serious of 
the clauses in the covenant, In the 
Senate it was the subject of a “reser- 
vation’ by which it was dec’ared the 
country would assume no obl'gation 
to preserve the territoria! integrity or 
political independence of any other 
country or to interfere in controver- 
gies between nations, or to employ the 
military or naval] forces of the United 
States in any such connection with- 
out the consent of Congress expressed 
in the constitutional way; and _ the 
Senate had reason. The spirit of the 
covenant is expressed in the article, 
the idea being that any danger affeci- 
ing one member of the league is the 
concern of all members, In one sense 
the league of nations is a defensive al- 
liance, ad in this aspect it has been 
counted more a matter of concern for 
France than for almost any nation 
member. If France regards Article X. 
as of no concern, or of such small 
concern as the reported words of M. 
Bourgeols suggest, no other country 
18 likely to be worried about it. Its 
absence from the covenant, however, 
would leave the league of nations not 
much more than an agreement by the 
members to arbitrate their differences 
@s they arise: and most of them were 
by treaty agreed to do that in any 
case,

OIL IN CANADA 
Toronto Globe: ] 

Brig.-Gen. G. H. Mitchell, Dean of 
the Faculty of Applied Science, Uni- 
versity of ‘oronto, said, in an address 
to the Insurance Institute of Toronto, 
that he had heard a statement by a} 
geo.ogical expert in the Government's 
employ to the effect there was enough 
crude oil, of the kind that can be 
used for motor transport, in Northern 
Alberta to supply the world at its| 
present rate ol consumption for the| 
next five hundred years, 

The oil referred to is probably that 
described by Mr, James White of the 
Conservation Commission in -his 
monograph on the “kuels of Westera 
Canada,’ as follows: “in Northern 
Alberta there are enormous tar seep: | 
ages which evidenced an upwelling of 
petroeum unequalied elsewhere in 
the world, Along the Athabaska 
river they exteud trom Pelican Rapids 
to Fort Mckay, a distance of over 
100 miles. The known occurrences in- 
dicate that there is in sight at leust 
6 1-2 cubic miles of bitumen, and the 
petroleum from which it was derived 
must have been many ties greater. 
While this enormous amount of pet 
roleum has escaped, there must be 
uBlapped reservoirs in the Devoniar 
limestones whence it was derived 
Simiar seepages occur near the} 


Peace and Mackenzie Rivers.”

CANADIANS NOT 
MUCH INTERESTED 
IN U3, ELECTION: 


Issues Are Not Clearly Defined ar 
They Affect the Canadian 
Situation 


Toronto, Nov. 2—-(Canadian Press) 
—From gomip round ‘change, clube, 
street corners, and wherever men and 
women do congregate, ft would appear 


that the Canadian public {s a trifle 
apathetic about the great quadriennial 
contest fought out today across the in- 
ternationa] boundary line. Lack of an 
outstanding personality, lack, perhaps 
too, of a very definite issue, readily 
comprehensible to the Canadian view- 
point, have resutted in notably lees in- 
terest in Canada than that displayed 
four years ago—when the great issue 
seemed to be whether or not the Unit. 
ed States was to enter the war on be- 
half of the allies. 

There ts also lacking the puncent 
universal appeal of such a rueced 
courageous personality as that of The- 
odore Roosevelt, who did so much to 
enliven for the Canadian imagination 
the immediate preceding presidential 
campaigns, 

The two candidates who hold the 
centre ofthe stage today, honest and 
well-meaning as they are lack the 
personal magnetism or authority of a 
Wilson, a Roosevelt or a McKinley, 
and the campaign they have waged | 
has in itself by its very nature tended 
to obscure for the Canadian on- 
looker whatever clear cut issue there 
may be. 

If the League of Nations were a clear | 


cut issue, if, in a word, the election of 
one candidate and the defeat of an. 
other could be regarded as the final 
expression of the attitude of the Unit- 
ed States on the issue, then the result 
of today’s vote would have a high sig- 


nificance for Canada as for all the 
civilied world. But well-informed po- 
Ntical opinion here seems to be that, 


granting the election of MUHarding, a 
way will be found for the United 
States to take her proper place in in. 
ternational counsels, if not through 
the League as at present constituted, 
at least in some other equally practical 
and determinate form. 

There are other issues, of course, 
and a victory for the grand old party 
may mean a general overhaul of the 
tariff, and in this Canada is apt to 
have a particular interest. At the 
present time the Taft reciprocity 
treaty is still part and parcel of the 
United States tariff machinery, and it 
has been openly stated in this campaign, 
that this will become an almost imme. 
diate subject of attention on the part 
of a Republican administration,
